Greenbelt Foundation Awards Ten 
Local Community Organizations 


At a February 10 ceremony 
the Greenbelt Community Foun- 
dation awarded grants to 10 local 
organizations. The mission of the 
foundation is to support and pro- 
mote efforts to enrich the quality 
of life in Greenbelt and to ensure 
the continuation of the visionary 
plan begun over 70 years ago by 
the city’s founders. The founda- 
tion describes itself as “a bridge 
between the needs of the com- 
munity and caring donors.” 

The foundation is an advised 
fund within the Prince George’s 
Community Foundation. Its goal 
is to raise $675,000 over five 
years. The awards made at this 
ceremony ranged from $1,000 
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to $4,000 per organization and 
the total awards for the cycle 
amounted to nearly $24,000. 

The program began with sev- 
eral songs from the Eleanor Roos- 
evelt High School (ERHS) Dixie- 
land Band. Dressed in black, the 
students entertained with period 
pieces including “Down by the 
Riverside” and “Has Anybody 
Seen My Gal?” During an inter- 
mission, the Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School Sixth Grade Chorus, 
a grant recipient, entertained with 
“Shenandoah.” Foundation Chair 
Sylvia Lewis announced the re- 
cipients. For each award, an 
organization member made brief 
comments. 


Grants 

The Chesapeake Education, 
Arts and Research Society re- 
ceived funding to support the 
2008 Green Man Festival. The 
group works to protect the local 
watershed, in which Greenbelt 
sits right in the middle. 

The ERHS Wind Ensemble 
received funds to support the 
ensemble’s invitational perfor- 
mance tour in China as part of 
the 2008 Olympics. Sally Wag- 
ner of the ERHS music depart- 
ment described how hard the 
students have been working to 
raise funds for this historic trip.

Council Hears Proposed Plan 
On Spellman Overpass Actions 


The Greenbelt City Council 
moved quickly through a varied 
agenda at the regular council 
meeting on February 11. Be- 
sides welcoming three new city 
employees and reviewing expan- 
sion plans by Capital Cadillac on 
their property on Greenbelt Road 
(see separate stories), council 
addressed safety problems at the 
Spellman Overpass and work 
recently undertaken by Verizon 
in Greenbelt East. Both of these 
topics were introduced by Shel- 
don Goldberg of the Windsor 
Green Homeowners Association. 

Goldberg reported that contract 
workers for Verizon were begin- 
ning construction work for the 
fiber optic network that will bring 
FiOS cable TV service to Green- 
belt. He noted that some neigh- 
borhoods in Greenbelt East were 
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surprised when Verizon workers 
appeared in the neighborhood 
and began excavations. They 
were distressed with the lack of 
information from either Verizon 
or the contract firms doing the 
work. They wondered whether 
the excavation work was entirely 
on public-rights-of way or en- 
croaching on private property. 

City staff present at the meet- 
ing responded that they were 
aware of the work and would 
contact Verizon and the contract 
firms to assure that the work is 
done properly and that disturbed 
areas would be restored to their 
original appearance. 

Spellman Overpass 

In a January 22 worksession 
council had considered the rec- 
ommendations in a report on 
public safety in the vicinity of 


the Spellman Overpass. The re- 
port had been prepared jointly by 
the city’s Community Relations 
Advisory Board and the Pub- 
lic Safety Advisory Committee, 
which had held public forums 
on the topic last year follow- 
ing heightened citizen concerns 
regarding violent activities and 
other behavior occurring in the 
area of the Roosevelt Center and 
the overpass. 

At the February 11 meeting, 
Council approved the action plan 
for the Spellman overpass area, 
outlined in a staff memo Janu- 
ary 12. 

Elements of the Action Plan 
include: 

¢ Continued Police Presence 
— One or both of the School

Council Approves Changes 
To Capital Cadillac Plans

Capital Cadillac has indefinite- 
ly postponed its plans to develop 
an adjacent site to accommo- 
date two new showrooms for the 
Hummer and Pontiac/Buick/GMC 
models. Instead the company 
now seeks county approval to 
expand its present showroom at 
6500 Capital Drive within the 
Golden Triangle. 

The topic was introduced 
at the Greenbelt City Council 
meeting on February 11 by Terri 
Hruby, assistant planner for the 
city. Hruby outlined the is- 
sues involved with a proposed 
revision to the detailed site plan 
that had been supported by coun- 
cil in October 2005. The land 
had formerly been owned by the 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration and is located just south 
of the dealership. 

Capital Cadillac now propos- 
es an expansion of its existing 
building to accommodate a new 
Hummer showroom, although 
the future of such showrooms on 
the new site ultimately depends 
on ongoing negotiations between 
Capital Cadillac and the General 
Motors Corporation. 

Hruby outlined the features as- 
sociated with the proposed expan- 
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sion. She noted that the city staff 
and the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) have both recommended 
conditions for council approval of 
the revised site plan. 

The proposed addition at the 
southwest corner of the existing 
building would be constructed 
on property already dedicated to 
impervious materials. The pro- 
posed design has a modern look, 
an arched roof line and large 
glass windows. Only minor sign 
changes are planned and the ban- 
ner sign will be replaced with a 
channel letter sign advertising the 
Hummer logo. 

APB’s proposed conditions 
include the installation of an 
outdoor bench, the relocation 
of handicapped parking spac- 
es, the resolution of property 
maintenance violations and a 
commitment to follow up with 
the city regarding the removal 
of a temporary trailer upon 
completion of the new addition. 
Hruby noted that the conditions, 
with the exception of the trailer 
removal, have already been ad- 
dressed by the applicants and 
met in a revised site plan dated

Exhibit Gives 


An Alternate City Vision

You’ve seen what Greenbelt 
might look like in the year 3007; 
you’ve been charretted and en- 
visioned. Well, give your brain 
a massage. The art gallery at 
the Greenbelt Community Center 
is presenting “Jackson Martin’s 
Pioneers,” an alternate vision of 
Greenbelt. 

An original work, “Pioneers” 
resulted from his studying vari- 
ous architectural and topographi- 
cal maps, touring Greenbelt and 
visiting the Tugwell Room in the 
Greenbelt Library. Martin, a na- 
tive of Tennessee, has bestowed 
on us a thriving organism sur- 
rounded by steel and plastic that 
provides his symbolic vision of 
Greenbelt. 

Martin, a child of The Farm, 
was in town on Sunday, February 
3 to give a presentation of his 
exhibit and a bit of his unique 
background. The gallery was 
full of curious residents as Martin 
began his story quite literally at 
the beginning. He began with 
a picture of a young woman sit- 


ting, holding a baby in a school 
bus converted into a home, while 
a young healthy-bearded man 
looks on. The baby was himself 
and the man and woman were 
his parents. 

Established in 1971, The Farm 
sprang from the desire of 300 
people, of whom his parents were 
part, called the “caravan.” They 
traveled around the U.S. in the 
late sixties and early seventies to 
present their ideas of peace and 
sustainable living to the churches 
and colleges that invited them. 
Upon the completion of the tour, 
the group established The Farm. 

The Farm 

The Farm is an intentional 
community that grows its own 
food and runs its own school. 
They also run Plenty.org, a non- 
profit for the assistance of indig- 
enous people, a book publishing 
company and a company that 
produces Geiger counters. 

The citizens of The Farm came

A chronic condition is an 
ongoing medical condition that 
may cause suffering and loss 
of physical abilities over many 
years, e.g. diabetes, heart disease, 
stroke, arthritis, obesity, depres- 
sion and lung disease. 

The classes offer a support- 
ive atmosphere through short 
lectures, modeling, interactive 
feedback, practice sessions and 
problem-solving. Participants 
learn skills to manage symptoms, 
communicate effectively with 
doctors, lessen frustration, fight 
fatigue, make daily tasks easier 
and get more out of life. An 
important short introductory ses- 
sion takes place the week before 
the workshop. Each session runs 
for 2 1/2 hours once a week for 
six weeks, led by two trained lay 
leaders who themselves live with 
chronic conditions. 

There is a fee which includes 
the manual used and a CD and 
must be paid to the leader on the 
first day of class. A limited num- 
ber of scholarships are available.

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Collect Used Bicycles 
For Delivery Overseas 


by Roya Bauman 


Bring unwanted used but us- 
able bikes and donate them to 
Bikes for the World between 10 
a.m. and 2 p.m. on Saturday, 
March 1 at the Bauman-Branyan 
household, 30-A Ridge Road, in 
old Greenbelt. These no-longer- 
wanted bicycles will be shipped 
overseas to nonprofit community 
development programs, which 
refurbish and distribute them to 
low-income workers and students 
in need of affordable transport. 
Volunteers will receive the bi- 
cycles from the public, evaluate 
them for tax purposes and issue 
receipts and compact the bikes 
for shipping by removing pedals 
and baskets and turning handle- 
bars. 

The Bauman-Branyan family 
of Greenbelt is conducting this 
used bicycle collection as a fam- 
ily service project in observance 
of the Baha’i holy period of 
Ayyam-i-Ha or Days of Divine 
Essence (February 26 through 
March 1). During this five-day 
period, Baha’is all over the world 
commemorate this time of char- 
ity, hospitality and gift-giving 
in preparation for a period of 


fasting and the Baha’i new year, 
March 21. 

Millions of useable bikes gath- 
er dust in basements, garages and 
storage areas across the United 
States. Millions more are thrown 
out every year. (Americans pur- 
chase close to 20 million new 
bikes annually.) Meanwhile, peo- 
ple in developing nations too of- 
ten have few alternatives to walk- 
ing miles to get to jobs, schools, 
health services, etc. Good quality 
used bikes from the United States 
can be easily reconditioned in 
developing countries to provide 
affordable transportation. 

To this end, Bikes for the 
World, a sponsored project of the 
Washington Area Bicyclist As- 
sociation, enlists businesses and 
community organizations — ser- 
vice clubs, communities of faith, 
scout troops and schools across 
the mid-Atlantic region — to un- 
dertake one-time local bike drives 
to rescue this under-appreciated 
resource. Bikes for the World 
encompasses some 80 community 
organizations and more than 500

volunteers in Maryland, Virginia, 
Delaware and Washington, D.C. 
Founded in January 2005, Bikes 
for the World has collected and 
shipped more than 14,000 bi- 
cycles to 10 nonprofit partners 
in eight countries: Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Panama, 
the Gambia, Ghana, Namibia, 
Barbados and Sri Lanka. 

The bikes collected in Green- 
belt will go to any one of several 
current overseas partners, includ- 
ing Ghana’s Village Bike Project 
(www.ibf/vbp) and Asante Akim 
Multi-purpose Telecentre (www. 
patriensa.com), the Panamanian 
Association of Goodwill Indus- 
tries or the Costa Rican Peasants 
Foundation (FINCA Costa Rica). 
Typically, partners train and em- 
ploy local workers to recondition 
the bikes, generating productive 
employment and distribute the 
repaired bikes at low cost to low- 
income farmers, small business- 
people and students — those who 
otherwise might have no trans- 
portation. The Panamanian group 
employs individuals with disabili- 
ties to recondition the bikes, while 
the Costa Rican group provides 
capital in the form of bicycles to 
rural women for small business 
development. Other programs 
benefited to date include tsunami 
recovery in Sri Lanka and health 
care delivery in Namibia. 

Costs 

Bikes for the World relies on 
U.S. volunteers to collect, com- 
pact and ship bicycles. Still, it 
has many expenses, including 
trucking and international ship- 
ping. The average cost of getting 
a bicycle overseas with spare parts 
and getting good information on 
partner programs is between $15 
and $20. Recipients pay only a 
percentage of expenses. There- 
fore a tax-deductible $10 per bike 
donation is suggested to defray a 
portion of costs and get the bike 
to a qualified destination. BfW 
will provide a receipt for tax de- 
duction purposes for the value of 
the bike as well as any financial 
contribution. 

So put that old bike to good 
use — donate it to Bikes for the 
World.

This is part of 
the attraction of the 
Greenbelt project for 
Martin. The design 
of Greenbelt, includ- 
ing its social institu- 
tions, resembles The 
Farm in many ways. 
As he says, “It’s nice 
to see democracy 
working on a small 
scale” (referring to 
both Greenbelt and 
The Farm). Interestingly the or- 
ganisms representing the city of 
Greenbelt were chosen for their 
sustainable qualities. They are 
hardy, resilient, use minimal water 
and other resources and are what 
Martin calls, “community oriented 
plants.” 

They get along well with each 
other to the point that members of 
different genera bloom simultane- 
ously in order to “conserve energy 
and ensure mutual pollination.” 

Satellite Perspective 

In his words, “These plants 
are not high maintenance; they 
are easy to take care of.” 

The botanical and geometric 
steel and plastic representation of 
Greenbelt is a satellite perspec- 
tive. The two major arteries, 


Ridge and Crescent, are repre- 
sented through abstract and con- 
crete reflections of the flat and 
rolling land.

Naturally there are man-made 
structures present, which are rep- 
resented by a device, common 
to most, yet used by few. This 
structure represents the angular 
and straight designs of the blocks 
and super blocks of Greenbelt. 

Can the observer identify the 
pilo cereus that represents the 
Community Center? 

Jong Sun Lee, an admirer of 
Martin’s work, commented that 
“It 1s very compelling to see 
things that are very important to 
us (the environment and nature) 
and to go beyond simply pleasing 
the eyes, to challenge our eyes.” 

At the same time Martin said, 
“T don’t want ‘Pioneers’ to be so 
conceptual that you don’t see the 
beauty. I enjoy blurring boundar- 
ies. Generally when I work with 
all art, it is juxtaposition between 
nature and industry; I do not give 
preference over one to another.”

cies after at least 92 percent of 
their populations were observed 
wearing seatbelts on at least two 
occasions. 

To qualify for the award, par- 
ticipants conducted two obser- 
vational seatbelt surveys in their 
parking lots during regular busi- 
ness hours. These surveys were 
spaced at least 30 days apart to 
indicate sustained usage rates 
and were conducted according

Maryland now boasts the 
highest seatbelt compliance rate 
on the east coast and one of the 
highest in the country. Ninety- 
three (93) percent of Maryland 
motorists are now using seatbelts 
as they travel. The students 
of Eleanor Roosevelt Senior 
High School and the citizens of 
Greenbelt both recorded a usage 
rate of 92 percent. The employ- 
ees of the Greenbelt Police De- 
partment observed a usage rate 
of 100 percent.

Resource Officers (SROs) will 
monitor activity daily at the over- 
pass and the paths leading up to 
it, unless an emergency or critical 
event requires their presence else- 
where. The SRO activities will 
be supplemented with Bike Patrol, 
K-9 and Patrol Officers. Coun- 
cil was pleased to receive feed- 
back on the increased visibility of 
Greenbelt police in the area. 

¢ Proper Maintenance — In ad- 
dition to regular maintenance of 
the area by the city Public Works 
Department, Public Works crews 
will also assume responsibility for 
repair of any holes in the fence 
that extends along the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway for 100 feet 
on either side of the overpass. 

¢ Move plaque - The plaque in 
honor of the late Congresswoman 
Gladys Noon Spellman will be 
moved to a lower concrete pad 
near the overpass. The existing 
raised stand for the plaque will be 
removed. 

¢ Education/Outreach — The 
Police Department will conduct 
a community meeting to discuss 
steps to be taken by the city. The 
department will also distribute 
crime prevention tips and a flyer 
on the approved action steps and 
enable area residents to sign up 
for email alerts. 

¢ Emergency Call-Box — An 
emergency call box will be in- 
stalled near the overpass on the 
Gardenway side. 

¢ Security Cameras — Two se- 
curity cameras will be installed, 
one on the Gardenway side and 
one on the Greenbriar side. 

Other recommendations not 
included in the action plan in- 
clude the planting of materials 
along the paths leading to the 
Overpass, straightening out the 
path on the Gardenway approach 
that would involve loss of trees, 
improved lighting and private 
security. If further study warrants 
their implementation, they will be 
reconsidered. 

State Legislation 

Several pieces of state legisla- 
tion were considered by council 
with city staff recommendations 
for support. The bills included 
House Bill 364 /Senate Bill 269 
that would authorize the use of 
speed cameras throughout Mary- 
land. If approved, a municipality 
such as Greenbelt would be re- 
quired to enact a local ordinance, 
hold a public hearing, provide 
public notice of the speed camera 
system and provide a 12-month 
“warning” period before imple- 
menting such a program. 

HB 373/SB 204 would define 
‘Transit-oriented development” in 
the state’s Mass Transit Article of 
the Maryland Transportation Code. 
HB 509/SB 336 would set up a 
state task force to study requiring 
deposits on returnable beverage 
containers in the state. 





SB 431 would require the 
Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources to develop legislation for 
the 2009 session that would ensure 
a process in Maryland to achieve 
no net loss of forest beginning in 
2010. Finally, HB 512/SB 302, 
labeled as the Maryland Affordable 
Housing Investment Fund, would 
create a fund to be used to sup- 
port, foster and promote affordable 
housing. Here council offered an 
amendment to have the bill include 
cooperative housing. 

In addition to the bills recom- 
mended for support, HB 1023 was 
added to the list. HB 1023 would 
prohibit liquor license transfers for 
gas stations. Because some gas 
stations continue to have grand- 
fathered status for their licenses, 
the legislation would assure they 
could not be transferred upon sale 
of the establishment. Council 
gave unanimous support to the 
five legislative proposals. 

Visionary Follow-up 

During the administrative re- 
ports section of the agenda, Mayor 
Judith Davis and City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin reported on 
the follow-up actions from the 
city’s recent visioning process in 
each of the three sectors of the 
city. The collated listing of top- 
ics and suggestions brought up at 
the three meetings will be posted 
on the city’s website (www.green- 
beltmd.gov). Residents not able to 
attend the sessions may send com- 
ments via email (see city ad on 
page 5) or in writing to the city 
office at 25 Crescent Rd. Davis 
noted that council is considering 
follow-up worksessions on the 
visioning session topics in each of 
the three sectors. 

Davis advised council that she 
had received a copy of a report, 
entitled “Preservation of the Past 
for a Greener Future: An Analy- 
sis of Historic Preservation Tools 
as Methods for Guiding Change 
in Old Greenbelt,” prepared by 
a University of Maryland His- 
toric Preservation Studio Team 
(HISP 650) as part of the Greener 
Greenbelt Initiative.

At the February 11 meeting 
of the Greenbelt City Council, 
council welcomed three new city 
employees.
